About two thirds of them were English 


of the estrtmest cockney religion. 
Mor- 


inonism can cure the souls of these, but it 
cannot mend their dialect. 
They took 


possession of the laud as scon as they ar- 
rived on it, dropped their bags, beds, and 
tiunery immediately, and taking huge clasp- 
knives from their pockets began 
to cut 


bread and cheese, poking it down their 
throats with the knife. The Londoner was 
there—be who goes out for a thoughtful 
walk 
on Sabbath mcruing with a bull 


terrier under his arm ; the Manchester man, 
stoop backed by working at the loom ; aud 
heaps of Welshmen, short of body and 
solid of face. 
These Welsh are obcvius in 


this immigration 
an ethnological, rather 


than a religious lyw. 
They have resisted 


for centuries any effort to be denationalized, 
or to absorb their language and habits in 
those of their conquerors. 
So they are

A very interesting ceremony took place 


at Camp Curtic, Harrisburg, on Saturdav 
week, on the oecasioa of the return of the 
battle-flags to Gov. Curtin, by the regimenti 
about being mustered out. 
Col. A. B 


MoCalmont presented the flags in a neat 
'and eloquent speech, to which Gov. Curtin 


responded as follows : 


I wish I had language to express to you, 


Col. McCalmont, and the brave men yoii 
represent, all I feel on this occasion ; aud 
I 
trust that every 
citizen of the United 


States enjoys the sentiment of gratitude to 
you all for your services, which"! know fills 
my heart. 
It has often been iny duty to 


be beard by the citizens of Pennsylvania' 
this camp. 
On sucii occasions, in obedi- 


ence to the Jaw, 1 presented t'hese and 
other standards to regiments as they were 
about to depart into tbe service of the Gov- 
ernment. 


Now I receive these tattered and 


worn flags, to bo preserved as part of youi 
history, as an archive of the State ; and as 
I well know that thousands of Penn<-vlva- 
niaBs are approaching the State, from the 
armies of the llcpublic, to go back again 
into the body of the people, I praise Goc 
that no tarni&h resis upon \ou or them, anc 
that your flags are returned witbout-dis- 
Lonor. (Oheers.) 


How can 1 express to you the fall meas- 


ure of your services to your country, and 
your fellow citizens wbo have remained at 
home ! You do not bring back to us the 
spoils of desolated cities, nor captives to be 
made slaves; but higher and holier, far, 
your mission and its results. 
You brin 


to us a Government restored and saved 
the free institutions we received from the 
apostles of Liberty in the Revolution you 
give, with all their blessings, toWour chil- 
dren. 
(Applause.) 


Heretofore the freest, you have made 


this the strongest 
Government in the 


world! And you have demonstrated prac- 
tically that a llcpublic can Jive through do- 
mestic treason and insurrection. ° And 
more than all, yon give tha experiment of 
American civilisation to four millions of 
people. 
If we could this day dry the tears 


of the widows^and orphans ; if we could 
restore the maimed, and call 
from 
their 


graves the heroic dead, our happiness would 
be complete. 
J cannot fail to congratulate 


you now, before you return to your homes, 
on the part our great Commonwealth has 
taken in this bloody drama. 


We have given the full share of our blood 


and treasure, and I believe that the field up- 
on which we^now stand will be known as 
classic ground, ior here has been the great 
central point of the organization of our mili- 
tary forces. 
When my administration of 


public affairs will have been forgotten, and 
the good and the evil will be only known 
to the investigation of the antiquarian, 
Camp Curtin, with its memories and its as- 
sociations, will be immortal. 
(Applause.) 


I am not ashamed to say to you, fellow 


eUizecsof Pennsylvania, that I have tried 
to do my duty to you; I wish I could have 
done more tor you. 
(Voices—"You have 


done it;-you're the soldier's friend.") 
I 


do not know wbo gave me that name of. 
"soldier's friend," but God knows if I 
deserve it I am proud of it. 
You do not 


realize the extent of your services to the 
country, and how much we all owe you.— 
Our Government has stood a desolating war 
of four years, the sacrifice of half a million 
of lives, of 
millions of treasure, and 


the assassination of our President; and yet, 
over the grave of the martyred Lincoln the 
power of his great office pasted to his con- 
stitutional successor so gracefully that we 
scarcely feel the transition. 


And now the Government stands strong 


and grand in its majesty and power. 
Let 


us all give to the living President our 
support in the trials that surround him, in 
the peaceful re-establishment of the Gov- 
ernment which you Lave sustained in tbe 
field; snd Jet all those who carp at Johnson 
remember that he, too, is a man of the peo- 
ple.

Board, read an interesting Report of ihe condi- 
tion of tho Cemetery, which we will publish next 
week. It appears that a funded debt of nearly 
S1TOO is resting on the Association, and a vig- 
orous effort, will at once be maue by the new 
Board to discharge it during the coining year.
